Since the requirement to do this work is dependent upon the legislature appropriating funds for this 
specific purpose we don't have a major issue. 

We will point out, however, there is an almost identical statute (Alternatives to Abortion) that immediately 
precedes the numbering provided in the Choosing Childbirth Act. At that time the legislature established 
the Alternatives to Abortion fund and appropriated money for deposit into the fund under a line item 
appropriation until SFY 2009. We had our legal Counsel assess the bill against the existing statute and he 
found the following:
